T the King's Commiſſion of the Peace, and Oyey and Terminer, &c, 
A held at 7uſtice- Hall in the Old Bailey, before the Right Honourable 
Sir Peter Dalne, Knt. Lord Mayor of the City of London, Mr. 
Juſtice Dormer, Mr. Baron Page, Mr. Sergeant Raby, and ſeveral of His 
MAaJeESTY's Juſtices of the Peace (for the City of London and County of 
Middleſex ;,) on Thurſday the 21ſt of May laſt, 'Fhree Men and One Wo- 
man were found Guilty of Capital Offences, and accordingly receiv'd Sen- 
tence of Death. | | | 
After the Perſons capitally Convicted had lain ſome Weeks under Con- 
demnation, Two of them (vz.) Peter Burgeſs and Suſannah Hutchins, were 
refpited from Death. From the time of their Conviction, they ſeem'd, to 
de obſervant of their Duty, to, read and to repeat carefully the Prayers; 
thanking Almighty God for continuing to them the entire enjoyment of 
their Health and Strength; But their good Behaviour abated ; as has been 
the uſuſal Ingratitude of convicted Perſons, they abus d the Clemency of 
their Superiours, who indulg'd them in a long ſpace of time antecedent to 
| their Deaths; and inſtead of confirming themſelves in goodneſs, grew who- 
| ty vile and abandon'd, entertaining . murtherous Deſigns of making their 
Eſcape from the Hands of Juſtice. This Intention was not diſcover d till 
the Saturday preceding their Execution; at which time, their Fetters were 
found to be looſen'd, and ready to take off or put on, and Inſtruments 
were taken from the Perſon of Nilliam Parkinſon. Upon which they eaſily 
acknowledged their, Intentions, but would not confeſs who furniſti d them 
with Inſtruments. Peter Burgeſs, who receiv'd His MaJesTr s Reprieve, 
declar'd that his Irons had been-looſen'd a Fortnight, but he had not m t 
with an Opportunity of putting his Deſigns in practice. So that the ſhow 
»f Religion and Devotion, even in this old Man and old Offender (for he 
was ſome time ago committed t Newgare for ſtealing a filver Watch ) was 
only artfully put on, the hater to carry on theſe wicked Reſolutions, 
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neſs of cach p 
SECONDLY, How for a private Man is to judge of the Equity of 
the Commands: of a King or Magittrate ? And whither he is to obey them, 
if he doubts whither they are juſt or unjuſt ? 3 \ 
THIRDLY, We conũder d the particular Reaſonableneſs of Offender; 
ſubmitting to Laws, Magiſtrates, Ge. As Society is thereby ſupported; 
as Puniſhments are but the Conſequences'bf their juſt Delerts, as 
as other Men are to be deterr'd from'oftendirg by their Examples; to ſa- 
tisfy in ſome Meaſure the injur'd Perſons, Cc. Beſides which, Men of any 
Conſideration. and Reflection would not attempt by Violence to, fruſtrate 
the force of Juſtice, from tlie entire improbabilty of Succeſs, not one Per- 
ſon under Condemnation . amotigſt us being ever known by ſuch Methods 
to eſcape Heath, tho' many vajn and fooliſh Attempts ha vę in all Ages and 
Times been made. But was it poflible by Violence and Murther to, (aye 
their Lives, What could their Lives be worth to them? What could but 
any Uneafineſs after their Hands had been in ſuch -a, manner drenched in 
Blood and Slaughter? And this, without the Conſideration of à Future 
State, and eternity, of Torments, and Satan contriving Miſ erg. 
Laſtly, we directed them to be patient under the Misfortynes they 
themſelves acknowledged they had juſtly deſerv'd ; fer the Wages of Sin 
is Death: To regard rather their imtmortat Souls, than their Bqdiqz, which, 
F they were not now to return to the Earth, muſt ſeon return ins tis ap- 
pointed to all Men once to die: To count all leud Women or others, who 
continuallyd in than, with the Thoughts of thgs World: as their Enamies : To 
contrive rather to make Reparation to thoſe they had injur d than to in jure 
others: To give good Counſel to their Oompanions tobe warned by them, ra- 
ther than to Plot with them how to get ſoon from juſtice: To forſake the 
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Thoughts of this World which had now forfaken and given up to them; 
and to aim only at a better, where Chriſt was ready to receive Sinners who 
earneſtly and paſſionately fued to him for Grace and Favour.

The Account f theſs, Malefattors under Sen- 
PETERC UR TIS, alias Friend was indidted for breaking the Houſe of 
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ound, a" fiber Coffee pot, ſiluer Candy 


Candleſticks,” fand many other Pieces 
of Plate, to the value of 30 or 40 J. It 4 ä 
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apprehended as he attempted to pawn ſome part of the Goods with charles 
Hbellſe, and in Newpate confeſt the ſtealing them, as ſoon às he was in- 
form d that Joannaꝶ Grundy had diſcover d all the remaining part of the con- 
cealed Plate; the um found him guilty of the Indictmennr. 

This Priſoner, when firſt he was under Condemnation appear d to be 
deeply touch d with a Senfe of his Condition; but afterwards, inſtead of 
being ſti ll more and more. concern'd, he gradully ceas'd to regard Death, to 
the time he died. Yet his Behaviour was no way rude or ſtubborn, but 
at Prayers he was ſerious and obſervant. He ſaid, tho he was not 30 


Years old, he had paſs'd thro: ſuch a vaſt Variety of Adventures, Acridente 


arid Shocks in Life, as had long ago learn'd him to deſpiſe Death whenever it 


ſhonld approach, and in whatever ſhape. The beginning of his Diſaſters 
was occaſion'd by his not approving, of the Trade (aShip-Carpenter) which 
young from the Weſt of 


his Father aſſign'd him, when he ſent him very | 
Fnpland, his Native Place. Before be was thoroughly arrived at Man's Eſtate, 
he married, fell off-from Buſineſs ; and reſolved to follow no working Employ, 
He obſerv'd; that this hatred towar”s Labour and Induſtry God puniſhed 


nim for; For it was the ſource and occaſion, of a world of Fatigue, zabour, 


d Hardſhip which he thenceforward underwent ; and from the very. Day 


the plirpos'd and re ſolv'd to give himſelf up to Pleaſure, he never en- 


ed any Pleaſure at all. Many good Reflections he made beſides when firſt 


was under Convictien, before certain vicious Women had turn'd his 
Thoughts to Crueky, and made tns Devot ion a ſhow and Pretence. He ſaid that 
leaving his Enploy, he enter'd into the Service of ſeveral Noblemen and 
Gentlemen, leaving them vae - after; another, and not being any where 
ſettled in his Mind. He was eaſily convigg'q that this proceeded from the 
Devil, who drew him from Sobriety, and le him neaer and nearer to his 
Deſtruction, of Body, and it may. now juſtly be feared, of Soul too. He 
dwn'd that where he liv'd he had, frequent Opportunities of improving him- 
ſelf in the knowledge of the. Religion he. profeſs'd, but neglected to make 
fuch haprovements. He complain'd indeed that the Cauſe why he never 
Read, at Chapel of Newpate, was: his being laid (when committed to New- 
gate) in a Stone Hole, where the chill Damps impair'd his Eye-fight; but 
thicre is reafon to think other chingg e. F 
After he had forſaken the Services of ſevera! Noblemen, he was plung'd 
in Difficultſes, ard enliſted kim as a Volunteer, for the Sea Service, (Ha- 
ving when a Prentice been at Sea wich his Maſter a Carpenter.) But abſo- 
luteiy refuſing his own Trade, he was cnploy'd on Board as a Trumpeter 
in which Capacity he ſaid he ſerved in the Eſſex and in the Shaewsoury Man- 
of War, when Admiral Bing was fent againſt the Spanrads in the Mediter- 
ranc an. As T'was told of certain bad Actions which he committed upon the 
Seas, I mention'd-them to him, and required him to pray to God to for- 
give them; but inſtead of doing ſo, he denyed that he ever was guilty of 
ſuch things; © aMmring on the contrary, that this was the firſt ill Aion he 
ever committed, and that on. the High- Seas he rended ſeveral fick Perſons, 
and kept Peace ameng the qſorderly Boys, check'dthem when they-ſworeand 
5 and perforin'd many good Offices which his Place did no way olige

In the Beginning of his preſent Maje/ty's; Reign, when the Commations 
1 walt 8 Scetlantd, e ſent - thither, apd. being (he {ajd) in the 
Scotch Grey, fought ugder the Duke of Argile at the Battle of Dunblain. 4 
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the beginning of the Fight, he ſaid he had his Thigh ſhatter'd, and aſter- 
wards being under the Surgeon's Hands, had part of the Bone taken out, 
and the Wound in that manner head up, which render d him very weak 
on his left ſide: Toward the latter End of the Fight, his Horſe being 
ſhot under him, and the next Soldier to him (together with his Horſe) be- 
ing ſhot dead at the ſame Inſtant, the two Horſes falling cruſb'd him be. 
tween them, and broke (as I remember) three of his Ribs. Being in a 
hnguiſhing Condition for ſome time, he affirm'd that he ſpent all his Hours 
in Prayers to God, and was continually reflecting on the Vanity of this 
World, and the Happineſs of ſuch Men as en joy themſelves, at Home in a 
uiet, regular, ſober, and godly way: During this, he ſaid, his Wages, and 
en Pounds, receiv'd for what he calłd Smart-Money, ſupported him very 
comfortably, and enabled him to be Vertuous. 54 | 
After he recover d his Strength by God's aſſiſtance, he intended, (as 
he added,) with Eighty Pounds that he was Maſter of, to put himſelf into a 
way of Buſineſs. But Providence ordcr'd it otherwiſe ; and now was a 
period in his Life, when different Uneaſineſs and Troubles were to ariſe. 
or after he had been bound, he ſaid, for an Acquaintance, in a pretty 
large Sum of Money, the Creditor being inform'd he was going to Sea a- 
gain, in order to avoid him, not having Money left to pay; he appre- 
hended him, as for a felonious Action, but in reallity to detain 
him till he could regularly arreſt him for Debt ; which he did, when 
three Days were expir'd. Being committted to the Poultiy-Compter, he lay 
in a lamentable Apartment and Condition; ſo that, he affirm'd, it was al- 
moſt impoſſible for him not to be infected with the horrid Viciouſneſs of them 
who were confin'd. After a long continuance there, where he combated 
with Hunger, Cold, Curſings, Blaſphemies, Skirmiſhes, Drunkenneſs, Quar- 
rellings, &c. he obtain'd his enlargement; and went a few Houſes from 
the Priſon, and ſerv'd Mr. Apo, who was ignorant of the Courſe of his 
Life. Leaving his Service after a-pretty long Continuance in it, he took 
up his Abode with Foannah Grundy. This Grundy was the Contriver of 
this Robbery, and adviſed him to fire the Houſe, as he aſſerted, but whi- 
ther his Aſſertion be true, I know not. He added, that he objected to the 
firing Mr. Aſp/zy's Houſe, that it was ſituate next an Oyl-Shop and an 
Apothecary's, and near the Compter, and therefore might probably burn the 
whole Night at leaſt, and confume the Street, eſpecially as the Wind was 
that Night extreamly boiſtrous and tempeſtuous. | 
Being apprehended on Suſpicion, after making an offer of two Pieces of 
Plate, he was again committed to the Compter, afterwards try'd at the Seſ- 
fions Houſe in the Old Bayly, but acquitted for want of Evidence; after 
which, his ſaid Maſter, (judging him innocert) was inſtrumental in get- 
ing him diſcharg'd ; but a Week after, he was agai n apprehended; try'd, and 
convicted. Theſe long Series of Diſaſters were worſe to him, he ſaid than 
Death; beſides other various Hardſhips, - never having been undreſt, or in 
a Bed, in 22 Weeks, except the one Week he was at liberty. As he ap- 
pear'd quiet and calm, he affirm'd that Compoſure was owing to his Reſig- 
nation to the Will of God; but it at laft appear'd that his Chearfulneſs 
might proceed from his fully believing he. ſhoy1d not ſuffer Death; for be- 
ſides his defign'd Eſcepe, he had wealthy Friends and Relations, upon whom: 
- he wholly rely'd ; which made his Behayiour ſo much alter while he Rr

2. WILLIAM PAR KINS ON, was Convicted of feloniouſly 
breaking the Houle, of Richard Goodman, on the 17th of May laſt, and 
ſtealing thence 20 Gumea's, &c. He was alſo convicted of breaking the 
ſaid Houſe a ſecond time, and taking Goods to the value of 25 8. which 
Robbery was committed the 25th of April laſt, 
This young Man was, when firſt under Condemnation, very obſervant of 
his Duty: As che time was protracted, his Appearance of Repentance ſlacken- 
ed; and tho” he ſeem'd carefully to read the Scripture, the Prayers, &. | 
was inform'd that he privately made a Scoff at the word of God, and eſpe- 
cially at the Prayer for His Majefly. Altho when I diſcours'd with him, he 
aſſur'd me, that his Father was each a careful to inſtruct him in his 


Duty; and on his Death-Bed eaFneſtly adviſed him above all things to re- 
gard Sobriety and Virtue, telling hymn he would be left to a wicked World. 
After his Fathers deceaſe, he left Lgeds in Yorkſhire, and his Trade (a Cloth- 
worker) and came to London; which was the beginning of his Woe and 
Misfortuncs; for God (he ſaid) ſcem'd to have forſaken hiin from that very 
time; for he could tate no delight but in Peblick Houſes, and in leud Com- 
pany 3 altho*, as he ſaid, he never committed any eriminal Action before the 
obbery at the Houle of Mr. Goodman; which he never thought of, till 
the Hour he commi ted 1: ; at which time, having been drinking till 12 
o'Clock at Night, and very nch diſguisd in Liquor, he repair'd Home to 
Mr. Goodman's, and committed the Fact. Two days before he was Execu- 
ted, being requir'd to confider the hnportarce of his Soul, c. he affirm'd, 
he did ſo, and would ſo do, but was nevertheleſs aſſured he ſhould have a 
free Pardon, as well as the two old Offenders ; he ſaid, as it was diſcover'd 
they ſhould lye ſeveral Weehs under Condemnation, certain Women ad— 
vis'd them to break an Hole thro: the Wall of the Condemn'd-Hold, which 
length of tine Would give theft an opportunity of doing, and ſo more ef- 
fectually to ſccure their Eſcape : He owned that this had made him re- 
miſs and negligent of his Duty; but neither he nor Curtis could believe that 
tomake an Eſcape from Juſtice was any Sin, provided no Murther was commit- 
ted in the Attempt: Parkinſon alledged the Frailty and\Infirmity of Human 
Nature, and ſaid, that the fight of Death made even the Son of God cry out, 
If it be poſſible let this Cup paſs from me ! | | 

Being a>k'd, the day before he ſuffer'd, if he did not believe the Recep- 
tion of the Holy Sacrament would aggravate and enhance his Guilt, ſince, 
having had fo long time, he had employed it more to preſerve his Body 
than to ſave his Soul? He replyed, that he hoped there was Mercy for him, 
and he thodeht he might ſafely receive the Sacrament 3 but he would ex- 
amine his own Heart, and declare whither it was weaned from this 
World and placed upon Heaven. As the Thief on the Croſs was ac- 
cepted at the Moment of bis Death, why, (he ſaid) might not he? But he was 
anſwer' d, that the Thief on the Croſs never heard of Chriſt before, and as 
loon us he did, he cry d out, remember me when thou comeſt into thy King- 

dom; but Chriſtians have preaching in their Streets, all Opportunities of 
knowing God and Chriſt, and ought to follow him from their Baptifms z 
but having neglected Religion when in Proſperity, they ſurely ought in 
Adverſity to pre's forward toward Heaven, and efteem it the higheſt Mer- 
ey if God would accept them, as they did not qi ng their Vicesfor 
bim, but ſiay d zill the Edge of the Law cut them off from the oy of
